In the August 18, 2005 Office Action, claims 1-3, 5, 6 and 8-13 are rejected. In view 
of the following comments, reconsideration and allowance are requested. 



Rejection Over U.S. Patent No, 3,709,928 to Muravama et aL 

The claims are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being obvious over U.S. Patent 
No. 3,709,928 to Murayama et al. However, it is unclear from the Action specifically which 
claims are rejected. Clarification is requested. 

Murayama et al. relates to a process for producing hydroxy alkylacrylates or 
hydroxyalkylmethacrylates from the reaction of alkylene oxides and acrylic acid or 
methacrylic acid. Murayama et al. further only discloses distilling the resulting reaction 
mixture to obtain a purified hydroxyalkylacrylate or hydroxyalkylmethacrylate. The Action 
refers to Table 1 which discloses trace amounts of methacrylic acid in the purified
